NE man is reported to be dead, four dangerously injured and twenty 
less seriously hurt as the result of the wreck of two passenger trains 
and two freight trains on the line of the Southern Pacific railroad 


at a station called Harney. nine miles west of Beowawe, at 6:30 o'clock 
last night. 
The dangerously injured are now being rushed on a special 


train to the railroad hospital at San Francisco, the four score remaining 
s re being cared for by every available physician and nurse in the ser- 
\ice of the railrbad company between Sparks and Carlin. 


The wreck, one of the worst in years, and the largest in the history of 


the railroad company, was caused in a manner not yet determined by the 
railroad officials, but it Is said from inner 
sources 
that 
carelessless 


played an Important figure in the smnshup. 
Names will not be given out 


from railroad sources. 


The first wreck was between two freight trains, head on and at full 


speed, one of the engineers running against orders. Cars and wreckage 
were strewn for half a mile along the roadbed. A moment later flagmen 
were sent out to stop the oncoming passenger trains. One section was 
flagged in time; the engineer of the third section of No. 3 did not see the 
flag and plunged full speed into the rear end of the leading passenger 
train.

Misses Boardman and McMillan, Congressman Longworth and Congress- 
man Gillette arrived at Chemulpo this afternoon. American Minister Mor- 
gan, his. staff and a number of high Koreans greeted the party, which 
proceeded to Seoul by a special train. 


The imperial car, which is only furnished to royalty, was placed at 


Miss Roosevelt's disposal. On the arrival at Seoul the party was hailed 
by a Korean band, which played "The 
Star-Spangled 
Banner," Korean 


policemen and Japanese gendarmes guarded the roadway. 
Grotesquely- 


clad retainers carried long lanterns. The passage of the party along the 
streets everywhere was heralded by the bugles of the troops.

POLITICS IN INSURANCE COMPANIES 


O 


NE of the leading officials of the New York Life In- 


eurance Company testified the other day before the 


legislative committee of investigation that his company 
had contributed $48,000 toward the Republican campaign 
fund last fall. 
This frank admission will not set well 


with even those Democrats* who were opposed to Mr. Park- 
er. Neither does it jibe well with Cortelyou's declaration 
that no money was collected by the national committee 
from corporations and trust companies. 


It does not appear that any of the policy holders in the 


company were consulted on the advisability of assisting 
in the election of Mr. Roosevelt, and as far as the legit- 
imate business of insuring lives is concerned, it is diffi- 
cult to imagine what earthly benefit could accrue to the 
company. If there is to be politics in insurance companies 
the quicker we learn which is which the better. As a mat- 
ter of fact, an insurance company should have no politic «. 
Its accurmilated fun Is belong to the policy holders and its 
dividends should be divided amongst its members instead 
of beinsr given away to avance the cause of a political 
party. 
The only excuse made for this liberality on th^ 


part of t'.ie company's officials with other people's moru-y H 
that it was done in 1836 and 1900. 


It i<t refreshing to learn that Paul Morton has gone upon 


record as saying that no part of the Kquitable's fund* 
will be similarly expended. But in the light of the recent 
disclosuies of the devious methods of these huge institu- 
tions and the fact that Mr. Motion has not yet paid for the 
whitewash used in his case, it seems highly probable that 
when the time arrives a little side corporation will he 
found that can get around the prohibition as easily as Mr. 
Morton found it possible to grant rebates in defiance of 
the law. 


ADDICKS REFUSES TO RETIRE

of "Gas" Addicks from Delaware politics was some- 


what 'premature, If we are to judge by the reply made 
by the famous and unsavory "boss" to the rumor that had 
been given circulation, and perhaps more credence than 
it should have received, by his whilom friend Senator 
Allee.

DUTY, DISCIPLINE AND SENTIMENT

HOSE ex-guards of the Nevada State Prison who lost 


their positions because they refused to perform their 


duty and spring1 the trap that sent Hancock, the murderer 
Into the "undiscovered country," and who are telling their 
troubles to the public, shou'd select some nice, quiet place 
In the rear and take a seat, Nobody cares to hear of their 
complaints or believes that they have been imposed upon. 
The silly contention of one of these whiners that it was the 
duty of the warden to perform this duty is the limit. As 
well might it be said that it is also his duty to act as turn- 
key or cell guard. Again, this talk of a "ring" in the con- 
duct of the affairs of the prison is equally childish and sil- 
ly. The fact that these men held positions at the institu- 
tion that later developments demonstrated they were to- 
tally unfitted for would be the only evidence they could 
produce that would lead the public to believe there was a 
"ring" that controlled the patronage of the institution. And 
the fact that they were uncermoniously "bounced" wouli 
be convincing proof in any court that there is no truth 
whatever in the charge of favoritism. 


Warden Considine is to be commended for his promp 


action in discharging the recalcitrants. It was absolutely 
necessary to uphold the discipline of the institution in 
view of the fact that there will shortly be a similar con- 
dition arise and if there are any more of these gentlemen 
who do not wish to perform their duty, now is the time to 
find it out. Of course, it is not a pleasant task, or one that 
the ordinary man would seek to perform, but neither would 
it be to shoot down a convict who was attempting to es- 
cape, and yet that is exactly what these men are employe,! 
to do should the occasion arise. If they did not do it they 
would be derelict in their sworn duty and be of as much 
use to the state that pays them as so many wooden men.

THE DEPARTMENT OF MINES AND MINING 


T 


HE Canadian government has signified its intention to 


shortly establish a department of mines and mining 


at Ottawa under the supervision of a minister of mines. 
This is a long step in advance of the United States, where 
the question has been agitated by the leading mining men 
of the nation arid voiced in the mining press, but has been 
received with an apathy that is almost incomprehensible 
in view of the importance that the mining industry bears 
to the industrial life of the nation. 


It is not a question of governmenal help, but a cold 


business proposition that stands behind the proper recog- 
nition of an industry that last year in this country added 
twelve hundred millions of dollars to the wealth of the 
world. In 1889 it was found necessary to establish a De- 
partment of Agriculture and four years later a Department 
of Commerce was added to the official family of the Chief 
Executive. 
The additions were made in the light of the 


growing importance of these industries as a part of our na- 
tional life, and no one has been found to dt-chire that they 
are usele«p or unnecessary or that they have not been of 
incalculable benefit In furthering the interests of the nation 
as a whole, by providing data and information that would 
otherwise be lost or never compiled. The American miner 
is perfectly able to take care of himself. He asks no gov- 
ernment aid in his work, but he is correct in thinking that 
the government exhibits a woeful lack of understanding of 
its own best Interests in not according to one of our great- 
est national Industries that recognition that its contri- 
bution to the development of the country entitles it. 


The mining states of the union should join in a demand 


for the establishment of a department of mines and min- 
ing. It Is due to one of the great basic Industries of the 
country that it be accorded the fullest measure of federal 
recognition.
